Thirteenth Century Monk’s Secret Cipher Formula 
Produces Salts of Copper 


The deciphering was done by the. 
late Dr. William Romaine Newbold, 
who was professor of intellectual and 
moral philosophy at the University 
of Pennsylvania, and whose work on 
the Bacon manuscripts had 
Deen seriously questioned by scholars 
in this country and abroad. It was 
intimated by the skeptics that his 
findings were the products of a sub- 
conscious mind rather than the re- 
sult of echolarly research. 

What was said to be conclusive 
proof of the accuracy of his Bacon 
translations was submitted last night 
at a memorial service. Dr. Roland 
G. Kent, professor of comparative 
Philology at Pennsylvania, said that 
the secret formula had been proved 
effective by chemists at the univer- 


sity. 

Having deciphered the formula, Dr. 
Newbold took it to Dr. Edgar Fahs 
Smith, chemist and former provost of

poe OF CHANUKAH 

One of the most significant festivals 
in the Jewish calendar is the Feast of Cha- 
nukah, ushered im last Tuesday, to last 
until next Tuesday, with programs of re- 
joicing in homes and synagogues. The fes- 
tival, celebrating the victory of loyal Jews 
over their pagan persecutors, 165 B.C., com- 
memorates one of the brightest chapters 
in Israelitish history. 

The name of Judas is saved from com- 
plete opprobrium by the brilliant exploits 
of Judas Maccabaeus, who struck the first 
blow for the religious liberty of his people 
in his campaigns against Antiochus IV, who 
had profaned the temples of God with sac- 
rifices to Zeus and by other acts which con- 
stituted “the abomination of desolation” 
prophesied by Daniel. 


For three dark years the polytheistic 
Greeks and Syrians, aided and abetted by 
that element of the Jews which had im-

Emerson also alludes to their “slow 
temperament which makes them less rap- 
id and ready than other countrymen.”

constitutes a revelatory chapter of the his 
tory of that great conflict. In telling of 
the difficulties encountered by the Amer 
ican war chiefs in co-operating with those 
of Britain, Mr. Daniels says that when it 
came to consultation on matters of vital 
import valuable suggestions emanating 
from our side of the water were not adopt- 
ed by the British officials because they did 
not conform to their traditional usage. 
They were unwilling to do anything that 
had not been done before. 

This attitude, the former Secretary says, 
hampered the Americans, and he gives the 
impression that it prolonged the war un- 
duly. He reveals the fact that President 
Wilson was extremely irritated by British 
indifference to American innovations in the 
conduct the war. He quotes Wilson as 
saying, ery time we have suggested 
anything to the British Admiralty the re- 
ply bas come back that virtually amounted 
to this, that it has never been done that 
war.“ He further quotes the war Prest- 
dent as saying, “with fire in his eyes:” 

I feel like saying, “Well, nothing 
was ever done so systematically as 
nothing is being done now. I 
should like to see something unus 
happen, something that was never done 
before. Please leave out of your vo- 
cabulary altogether the word prudent.“ 
Do the thing that is audacious to the 
utmost point of risk and daring, be 
cause that is exactly the thing the oth- 
er side does not understand and you 
will win by audacity of method what 
you cannot win by circumspection and 
prudence. ... We have got to 
throw tradition to the wind.” 

What Mr. Daniels says in this respect 
partly supports the apocryphal stories told 
since the war that suggestions made by 
Edison, Maxim and other scientists to the 
engineering corps of our Army and Navy 
and by them submitted to their chiefs went 
unheeded by the British because they were 
untried innovations. It has been said that

If the war has taught them anything it is 
that they do not bave to go back to ancient 
history in search of precedents.

Old King Coal may be a merry old 
soul; but he shows considerable vitality. 
An eastern editorial writer claims that coal 
accounts for the prestige of England. So 
ft seems that King George is bat a figure 
head, for Old King Coal is on the throne. 

During the recent strike the trade of Eu- 
gland was badly damaged. The recent an- 
Bouncement that the ministry is about to 
topple on account of the strike is a fur- 
ther proof that it depends more on coal 
than on statesmanship for its life. 

There are 42,000 square miles of coal 
lands in all Europe. Twenty-five thousand 
of these are in Russia. Sevénteen thousand 
are distributed among the remaining coun- 
tries of the continent and Great Britain. 

If coal be king, then what will Russia's 
future position be in Europe? Her bita- 
minous resources have hardly been touched. 
Will Old King Coal be able to amalgamate 
the hordes of those bleak steppes into an 
igneous mass under his black banner? 

At the close of the big war the Ruhr 
coal fields were taken over by France as 
the most precious holdings of Germany. 
She took the Teuton Old King Coal and 
held him as hostage. 

The United States has 340,000 square 
miles of coal country. West Virginia alone 
has more coal than England, France, Ger- 
many and Belgium combined. Kentucky 
can duplicate the same claim. 

If coal is king, then of] must be the 
Crown Prince. And America furnishes 60 
per cent of all the crude oll output of the 
world at this hour. New flelds are found 
daily. Our resources have hardly been 
tapped. 

The recent discovery of liquefying coal 
enlarges the possibilities of Old King Coal’s 
realms both in Europe and in America.
